To THE CITIZENS OF BRADFORD:—The following as the 
annual report of your schools is respectfully submitted: 


The earth in its ceaseless revolution has brought us to the 
close of another school year. Whatever has been done. wheth- 
er of good or evil, the task has been accomplished. I trust, 
and feel that very much good has been accomplished, indeed 
it would be a sad duty to report otherwise. I would congrat- 
ulate the prudential committees for their success in securing 
the services of experienced teachers in nearly all the schools, 
and that the schools have been so conducted by them as to be 
of material benefit to the youth of the town. Keep the old 
teachers in our midst as long as possible, pay them well, 
sustain them with that encouragement which is better than 
money, and they will stay with us. When new teachers are’ 
employed, as they must be sometimes, then duty and interest 
alike call upon us as citizens to aid them all we can. A ware- 
less word spoken in the presence of children is often very 
powerful to mar the fortunes of a teacher and the prosperity 
of a school. The position of a young teacher is one that com- 
mends itself to the warmest sympathies of every candid mind. 
To teachers I would say that the duties of your profession, 
and its standard of excellence are ever rising higher, hence 
the necessity of making constant effort to keep up with the 
times. 

In looking over the register I notice that too unfrequent 
visits of parents, and those directly interested in the children 
still continue, this neglect should not be without remedy, as 
a kindly manifestation of consideration for their welfare, and 
interest in the school is of extreme importance. ‘Those help 
a school the most who watch it during its progress, T am alse

obliged to think that if prudential committees were paying 
their own money to teachers instead of that of the district or 
town, they would go to see how the work was being done 
which they had hired the teachers to do. One school-house 
has been repaired during the year, for which I desire to com- 
mend in the highest terms, the liberality and wisdom of those 
who have blessed their distriet. with a well repaired house. 

There are other school-houses in town that are very un- 
worthy of the noble object for which school-houses are built, 
and it is earnestly hoped that at their next: annaal sehool- 
meeting proper measures will be takan for the repairing and 
furnishing of those houses. It is a well authenticated fact, 
that the shabby buildings to which many of our children are 
sent for their sehooling have a perpetual tendency to degrade 
their morals, render their education inferior, and dishearten 
their teachers. Children often take on the character of their 
surroundings. 

Geographies of the latest and best publieation have been 
introduced, which justly merit the hearty commendation of 
every teacher and seholar. Much interest in this branch 
of study was apparent, and unusual advancement was the 
result. Too much schooling in this town is lost every year 
by absences, to say nothing of tardiness and dismissals. No 
one but a teacher knows the derangement and discourage- 
ment and general mischief resulting to the school by these 
things. Parents keep your children in school while school 
keeps, if you can, for in the common school your children are 
to get the elements of, and lay the foundation to their future 
education, 


REPORT BY DISTRICTS. 
District No. 1. | 
LyMAN B. ButmMan, Prudential Committee. 


Summer and winter terms, taught by Mrs. L. B. Batman, 
a teacher of much experience whw labored hard for the inter- 
est of the school, and considerable progress was made in the 
summer term. The winter term was less prosperous. Some 
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of the scholars of this school manifest a lack of interest in 
their studies, and but little advancement was the result. I! 
would advise the district to secure the services of a male 
teaches for the winter terms with physical force enough to 
command obedience, and compel scholars to learn their les- 
sofs more thoroughly. 

District No. 2. 


Wixiram G. Hoyt, Prudential Committee. 


Summer term, taught by Miss Clara M. Smith. This is a 
very pleasant school, scholars always willing, obedient and 
industrious. By the united effort of teacher and scholars the 
school was very prosperous. | 

Winter term, taught by Mr. R. M. Dowlin. Though this 
was Mr. Dowlin’s first attempt at teaching the success was 
such as would give credit to a teacher of more experience. 
The school was well disciplined, and thoroughness in all the 
branches taught was very noticable. Mr. Dowlin is destined 
to rank high as a teacher. 


District No. 4. 
GEORGE W. EwIns, Prudential Committee. 


Summer and winter terms taught by Miss Annie C. Smith, 
whose first attempt was crowned with success, proving herself 
equal to the task. She was able to interest her scholars, and 
impart that instruction which gave general satisfaction. It 
is only necessary to say that the district was so well satisfied 
with the sammer term that the services of the same teacher 
were retained for the winter term. With experience Miss 
Smith will make an able teacher. 

District No. 5. 
JosEPH W. WARD, Prudential Committee. 

Fall term taught by Miss Carie A. Martin. Miss Martin 
is a teacher of considerable experience, and possesses the 
required. qualifications for a teacher, and is at home in the 
school-room. Marked evidence of improvement were promi- 
nent at the final examination. The classes ip arithmetic and 
geography deserve special mention as regards thoroughness.

Summer term, taught by Miss Lizzie L. Brown, who 
brought to the school expertence, and ander the tuition of 
such a teacher, a school ean hardly fail of success.

The teacher 
says: “The parents in the district seemed to manifest a great 
degree of interest in the school but seldom manifest se in- 
terest by visiting it. 


Winter term, taught by Mr. Leander W. Blodgett. This 
was Mr. Blodgett’s second term in this school which shows 
that he possesses the confidence and respect of the citizens of 
the district. The school was well governed and instructed. 
and the examination was commendable to both teacher and 
scholars. 


District No. 7. 
Ho uis C. Brockway, Prudential Committee. 


Summer and fall terms, taught by Miss Alice A. Peaslee. 
This is a small but very interesting school. Teacher and 
scholars seemed deeply interested ; no pains on the part of 
the teacher having been spared to make the school profitable.

REPORT OF THE 


——SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


OF UNION SCHOOL DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The committee are happy to report. favorably in regard to 
both departments of this school. The teachers who were suc- 
cessful and gave such general satisfaction last year, were re-
